Final Report on State Industries 


Takes Bank Condition From 


The Beginning 


Final settlement of business of the 
Bank of North Dakota originating un- 
der its .previous management will ma- 
terially increase the losses of the bamk, 
now placed at $150,475.64, according to 
conclusions drawn in the audit report 
of Bishop, Brissman and Company, 
made public today. The report is the 
fourth and last of -tiie reports marie 
by that firm of the operation of tire 
state industries for the new Indus- 
trial Commission. It covers a period 
of the bank's operation, from July, 
1919 to December 12, 1921. 
"it is apparent," says the report, 
"that a considerable amount of the 
assets will be slow of liquidation 'and 
realization, and considerable ultimate 
losses of these assets will be sustain- 
ed which will correspondingly 
in- 
crease the book defici;." 
The auditors, in making their com- 
pilations, listed all assets at 
face 


value, ithe report says and adds that 
"no reserves were computed by us to 
provide for such depreciation." 


Insufficient collateral required for 
loans, losses in loans to closed banks 
and farm loans on which money has 
been paid out but which cannot be 
completed because of unpaid taxes or 
lack of good .title on the 'land are 
among 'the conditions pointed out as 
leading to further tosses in -the bank. 
Find Improved Condition 


The auditors, however, find an im- 


proved condition under ithe new man- 
agement of the bank by C. R. Greene 
and the new Industrial Commission, 
Including a marked reduction in ex- 
panses, revision of records and more 
careful consideration of loans made. 
The heaviest loss sustained in the 


operation of the bank was during the 
year 1921, the report shows. During 
ittie year, 1919, when the bank was in 
operation for about six months it sus- 
tained a book loss of $4,795.82, showed 
a profit of $74,924.07 in 1920 and a loss 
of $220,603.89 in 1921 up to Decem- 
ber 12, according to the report. 
Discussing the bank reports issued 
under Ills former management which 
snowed great profit the audit company 
.shows that these profits were "paper 
profits" and we*-* arrived at in. large 
measure By crediting to the bank in- 
terest on bank bonds which had not 
been sold. In the year 1919 the bank 
credited up to $47,234.04 interest on 
bank bands received and accrued, but 
the banft did not charge itself with 
any interest on the bank series bonds, 
ithe report says. The bank also cra- 
d'Jted to itself discounts and commis- 
sions paid on bond sales, which re- 
presented a loss, and accrued inter- 
est in dosed banks. 
"Thawing out" of "frozen assets" 


under the new bank management is 
reflected ta the statement that the 
"frozen assets" now total $2,096,481.- 
73. At the peak they (totalled several 
million dollars. 
Criticism of Farm Loans 


A condition of which there is se- 


vere criticism implied is the inability 
o' *he bank to transfer $119,176.26 of 
feu in loans to the state treasurer be- 
cause the loans, although made in 
1-919 amid 1920, are still uncompleted. 
The first loan made by the farm 
loan department of the bank—loan No. 
1, appltoatJQn. No. 9-^to James W. 
Bauley, Aug. 16,1919, "is stin uncom- 
pleted and to an unsatisfactory con- 
dtttion," the report says. 


Included in the amount of loans on 
which bonds cannot be issued because 
they are in unsatisfactory condition 
are four loans to D. J. McMahon, the 
report says. They amount to $25,000 
and are dated January 2, 1920. The 
report says: "These loans were later 
covered by one blanket mortgage. No 
interest was paid on' this mortgage to 
date of audit, and we were advised 
ittaait the taxea on -the properties were 
also unpaid." 
"In detail No. 16 are listed the farm 
loan special deposits 
in the 
open 


banks, of $64,400.00," the 'report says. 
"These deposits were made to provide 
funds to clear up the incumbrance of 
the properties for which loans had 
been applied for. You will observe

A high wind which apparently fol-

"No adequate record 
was maintained of partial payments 
collected; interim certificates issued, 
except the stub of the certificate; 'in- 
teijjm certificates recalled, and1 the 
bonds exchanged therefore;

received and disbursed." 
Regarding changes made in the 


bank the report says: 


"Tlie operating force of the Bank 
has been greatly reduced since Janu- 
ary 1, 1922. 


"During the progress of ifihe examin- 


ation the following improved changes 
were made in <the accounting methods 
and records of the bank: 


"A new general ledger was install- 


ed and 'the frozen assets were set up 
separately, and other ledger Items 
were separated as to kind and nature. 
The operating 
accounts' were all 


closed ou't to a profit and loss ac- 
count, and such closing will be made 
at six month intervals, June 30 and 
December 31, respectively." The re- 
port also mentioned other changes 'in 
meMiods of accounting which are held 
to mark an improvement. 


The report shows the decline of the 


Bank of North Dakota from the busi- 
ness done cat its highest point. The 
total footings are listed at $8,334,- 
37S.OO as compared to a peak point of 
nearly $30,000,000. The liquidation of 
the bank began after the passage of 
the 'initiated law which 
permitted 


withdrawal of funds by counties, ci- 
ties and school districts *and when the 
Nonparcisan league management turn- 
ed the bank over it had shrunk great- 
ly in its assets and liabilities.

IVo have no way of determining at this 
time just what ger cent of our lands 
may be irrigated but we can make a 
pretty close estimate as to the sup- 
ply of water available.

Therefore, so far as 
the amount of water available which 
falls upon tho western part of North 
Dakota is concerned, we woulJ'prob- 
ajbly have enough to irrigate about two 
pi/ • cent of the area or in round num- 
bars, half a million acres if all of the 
run-off could be utilized.
